Exposes Side 
Rarely Seen

WASHINGTON (AP) — Since 


he became secretary of defense, 
many have viewed Robert S. Mc- 
Namara as a kind of supereffi- 
cient man-machine with a com- 
puter brain and a soul to match. 
But in two speeches within five 
days McNamara displayed a 
side rarely seen in public. 


Before the American Society 


of Newspaper Editors in Mon- 
treal Wednesday, he spoke in an 
idealistic and philosophic vein 
as he expounded the thesis that 
military hardware alone cannot 
assure security. 


Sunday, before his daughter's 


graduating class in Pittsburgh, 
the defense secretary appeared 
as a defender of "freedom of 
dissent" — standing up for the 
right of campus protestors to 
demonstrate against the Viet 
Nam war even though, McNa- 
mara said, it is clear these ac- 
tions give comfort to the enemy. 


That Chatham College com- 


mencement speech — salted 
with historical and literary quo- 
tations and references — dem- 
onstrated a sympathy with the 
concern of some youths that 
man is becoming dominated by 
technology. He sought to dispell 
that fear. 
"For many students," McNa- 


mara said at one point, "the 
computer 
has 
become 
the 


primordial symbol of mass im- 
personalization. 


"It is ironical that this should 


be so," he continued, "consid- 
ering the immense quantum of 
human drudgerx — both menial 
and manual — that the comput- 
er has eliminated." 


in most of his public appear- 


ances, such as the recent tele- 
vised hearings of the Senate 
McNamara appears in the role 
of defender of his military polk 
cies and of U.S. prosecution of 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
the war in Viet Nam. 


The country has read and 


heard his repeated claims that 
the United States has enough 
atomic weapons power to blast 
the Soviet Union and Red China 
together. 


It knows McNamara as the 


management expert — the one' 
time Ford Motor Co. president 
who tamed the Pentagon and 
the quarreling armed services 
as no other secretary of defense 
before him could. 


Testifying before congression- 


al 
committees, 
speaking 
at 


news conferences and in other 
public forums McNamara often 
gives the impression of being 
harsh, impersonal, sometimes 
truculent and even autocratic. 
His critics call him "Super? 
mac." One House committee 
has likened him to a Caesar. 


He is very much aware of 


what is written about him, and 
of the way he comes across op 
television. 


Is he trying to soften his pub- 


lic image?

Recent studies show that in 


many cases the disease is due 
to a parental mismatching 
similar to that seen in Rh sen- 
sitization. Drugs of the cor- 
tisone group help some vic- 
tims but, when this fails, re- 
moval of the spleen may be 
necessary. 


Q—My 5-year-old son cries 


at the slightest thing and is 
getting worse. Last night his 
father put him to bed without 
any supper because he would 
not stop crying over not be- 
ing allowed to bring a toy to 
the table. What can we do to 
bring him out of this annoy- 
ing habit?

Circuit Court in New Orleans 
last July that the Florida East 
Coast Railway may, under the 
eye of a federal court in Jack- 
sonville, make "reasonably nec- 
essary" changes to keep oper- 
ating. 


The decision covers one part 


of the dispute in the longest 
strike in the history of the Am- 
erican railroad industry.
